Like 
this one above, their stories should be told 
and their pictures preserved for posterity. 
Dr. Gene Hutton sent this picture of the Hotel 
Woodford of Huttonsville. The doctor informs 
us, and you, that this 37-room caravansary 
was built in 1899 and burned to the ground on 
Christmas Day, 1915. As was tbe custom of then railroads bad to have hotels, 
and for that purpose Winfield Scott and Mosella Hutton Woodford built this. The 
railroad came to Huttonsville and stopped there, which meant people needed 
a place to stay. And this was the answer. George Dunkle bought it from the Wood- 
fords in 1912. The steepled edifice in the background is the Tygarts Valley Pres¬ 
byterian Church, built eighteen years before the hotel and still standing. The date 
of the picture is 1904.
